ToroxT, Sept. 20.—At to-<day's session
6f the Pan-Presbyterian Council the report
of the Business Commitiee was presented,
It suggested, among other things, that the
question of divoree be referred to various
sections of the Churen for the oollection of
information to enable the Church to decide
what eourse it should pursue in opposing
the passage of laws in any ecountry per-
mitting divoree on  grounds other than
ecriptural ones This recommwendation was
adopted.

The advanced views sxpressed by Prin-
eipal Grant, in his paper on “Wages"
brought Rev. Dr. Hail, of New York, to
his feet. He said he hoped the publie
wotild not consider that the Council in-
darses all the papers read here. There is
too mmch eondemnation of eapitalisia
Lahor organizations are not always equit-
ahle, and they do mot teach gharing in the
Josses re well as the profit of eapital. It is
not the bueiness of churches and ministers
to discuss these questions,

Avoiding s Doetrinal Polnt.

Rev. Dr. Caven reporied s resolution
that since the churches composing this
Allianee had not couferred upon it suthor-
ity to formulate or define doctrine, it would
be unwise and hurtiul to take any setion on
the resolution referred to the Busiuess
Committee and presented by Rew
Dr. Pitzer, of Washington This
resolution is  that  this eouncil
affirms its belief in the history and super-
natural charseier ot the Old and New
Testaments, and that there is not sufficient
resson to deny their divine anthorshin,
Dr. Piizer thought that it is within the

rovinee of the Council to declare its be-

ief, but he gracefully yielda to the judg-
ment of the committee, which was then
adopted unammonsiy,

It was decided, in connection with the
New Hebrides matter, 1o appoint & deputa-
tion from the Couneil to wait on the Presi-
dent of the United Stares and respectinlly
urge prompt and tavorable action in regard
to the proposal tor an international agree-
mient to resirict the traffic in firearms and
liguwors with the Western Pacific natives

Why the Sunday Paper Was Ignored.

The Business Committes recommended
the adoption of a strong resclutinu'in favor
ol SBunday chservance, and Prof. Rentoul, of
Australin, axked why the e¢lause condemn-
ing Sunday papers, which liad been origin-
ally attuched to the resolution, was now
omitted. The chairman of the committee
said the commities 11t it was hardly proper
that one piece of Sunday desecration shoull
be singled out for condemnation ina general
resolution of this kind.

BLAIRSVILLE, Sept. 20.—At to-day's
session of the Methodist Episcopal Confer-
ence the first half bour was given to
Bisbop Newman's eddress to the young
ministers of the Conference, his subject be-
ing “Modes of Thought.” He said the first
essential is au exhaustive knowledge of the
subject to be discussad, and then it is to be
thought out aud applied to the practical af-
inirs of everyday lite, leaving the vislon-
ary, purely sentimental and idealistic to
the romancist of the lecture platform.
Strict wdlierence by the neophytes of the
cloth to thisadviee soon give the church di-
vines a more robust order of thought and
action.

Routiue business followed the sddress
Reports of the private, publle sad pro-
fessional characters of the wministers of
Pittsburg nnd Washington, Pa, distriots
were then presented by the respective Pre-
siding Elders, and were unanimously passed.
No charges have besn preferred sgainst any
of the present members of the Confsrence.
Rev. J. W. Wrighter, of the Pittsburg dis-
triet, and Rev. 8. K. Hill, of the Washing-
ton distriet, rosigned their ministerial fune-
tions in order thut charges might not be
bronght against tiem. This obviates the
necessity for perhape sensational disclos-
ures, and the public can only eonjecture
how hadly these particular ministerial robes
have been besmirched.

An usually large number of supernumer-
ary and superannuated ministers were sub-
jected to examination ag to character and
their relations to the Confereuce were con-
firmed and continued. With each svcceed-
ing Conference this list increases. Among
the deaths of the past vear is that of Rev.
Richard Jordan, of Derry station, who died
August 31, m the 8lst year of his age. He
was an effective minister tor 36 years. Rev.
Martin L. Weekly, born in Virginia in

708, died May 1, next to the oldest mem-
ber of the Conference. Rev. Hiram Sinse-
baugh, an ex-Presiding Elder and st one
tie looked to as the coming man of the
Methodist Episcopal Church in this section,
also went to his reward.

The afternoon session was devoted to the
first snniversary of the Epworth Lesgue of
the Pittsburg Conference. The e
within the boundaries of the Conference had
au unparalleled growth. The principal ad-
dress was by Rev, T. N, Eaton.

The principal event of the Conference is
the annuoal missionary sermon. This was
delivered to-night by Rev. W, C. Weaver,
of Myersdale, Pa., to an aundience of 3,000
people. His text was St Mark, xvi,, 15:
“Go out into the world snd preach the
gospel.” He relerred briefly to the
origin of the Methodist mission work
and spoke eloquently of the struggles of the
early ploneers in Methodism in carryving
out the injunction of the Great Missionary.
At home Methodiem has an herculean task
before it in dealing with the pauper hordes
of illiterate and vicious immigrants swarm.
ing to the ports of this conntry. The Church
must act pmmntly and heroieally. Gov-
ernment and Chureh must work hand in
hand at this momentous task, and Chris-
tians everywhere should gird their loins for
the struggle. The address was listened to
with protound attention by the great audi-
ence present, and 1s pronounced one of the
ablest missionary sermons delivered in
Pittsburg Conterence for many years.

Figure Largely in the Failare of the Dela~

Ex-County Treasurer Miller,
the first witness ecalled, gaid that he
had in July, 1890, pald the Delamater bank
by check for a New York draft for $8,279 45
to be sent to the Btate Treasarer A ques-
tion as to whether this draft was forwarded
was roled out Alexander Pardee stated
that after the failure in Decomber, 1890, he
had & conversation with G. W, Delamater
with reference to losses and heavy expenses
in the campaign of 1880, The defendant
said to the witness st that time that the ex-
penses of the campaign were very heavy
and he took the money irom the hmr{. The
conversation was in the pature of a news.
Eaper interview. The witness admitted that

e was editor of the Morning Star and had
from time to time published certain wrticles
in which the name of G. W. Delamater was
mentioned.

James E McFarland testified that he was
the President of the Merchanis' Natiooal
Bank on November 1, 1880, A check was
made November 1, 1890, for Delamater's
Company and county orders of Crawford
eounty were put up as eollateral.

Beveral fndividual notes ot members of
the firm were offered in evidence, but were
ruled out by the Court. Mr. P, Davis test-
ified that he had heard (. W. Delamater
siy sinee the failure he had more to do with
the management of the bank than any other
member of the firm. The Commonwealth
then rested.

The first witness for the defense was J.
Leveringer Jones, of Philadelphia, who
gave the history of the G. W, lamater
loan of §58,000 to the Philadel rhil Finaoce
Company. Mr. Jones econsidered this s
good loan.

OIL TANES AFLAME,

A Disastrous and Fatal Fire Now Raging at
Bistersville, W, Va.

Marrerra, 0., Sept 20, —[Special ]—A
frightful oil fire, in which one man is known
to have lost his life, is raging at Sistersville
to-night. The blage, 8s near as can be ascer-
tained at this late hour, originated at the
Eureka Pipe Line's pumping station below
the town. The from four wooden re-
ceiving tanks ignited from the boiler of a
drilling well near by; ingtantly an explosion
followed,

Theodore L. Davis, the engineer at the
station, was en top of one of the tanks at
the time, and his body was consuwed with
the burning oil. The tanks contained 5,600
barrels of oil, and the fire was only held in
check by the high embankment that had
been thrown up sround them. Darvis, the
unfortunate man who lost his life, was 35

ears old, and formerly resided at Mercer.
3 e was a widower and leaves three chil-
ren.

BURIED BENEATH CINDERS,

Two Braddock Steel Workers Horribly
Buarned but Will Recover,

BrADDOCE, Sept. 20.—[Special ]—This
afternoon an explosion destroyed lurnace H,
of the Carnegie series, and severely burned
Michael Brennan and Andrew Yokel. The
two men were buried under & mass of eoke
and cinders hegped npon them from the ex-
ploded furnace, and it was some time before
they conld be rescued. The explosion was
cavsed by chilled metal hanging to the sides

of the furnsce aud then dmpglng into the
molten metal at the botiom. The men were
sent to Merey Hospital.

LOVES TRUE COURSE

ALL THE DEAD MAN'S PROPERTY.

I'e Was Infatusted With a Pretty 6irl, but
Lis Wife Wonldn't

ALILOW HIM EVEN TO GET A DIVORCE

Stillman had & potent reason for willing his
property to Miss Mabel Schaus, who yester-
day renounced the bequest, and it will now
fall to Dr. Stillman’s first wife, from whom
he had been unable to secure a divorce.

The story is sensational and highly ro-
mantic. Both the prineipals were New
Yorkers, Dr Charles F. Stillman was the
sca of Dr. C. H, Stillman, of Plainfield, N.
J., mnd atthe age of 34 was medical »x-
auiner for the New York Mutual Life In-
surance Company, examining surgeon of
the Travelers’ Insurance Company of Hart-
ford, lecturer on physical examination in
tie University of Vermont, orthopedic

strgeon to the New York
Iafaot  Asylum, lecturer on ‘ortho-
io surgery in the Women's

dical College of the same city, perma-
nent member of the American Orthopedic
Association, member of the County Medical
Speiety, and Fellow of the New York
Academy of Medicine. His reputation in
orthopedic surgery was seoond to none, and
his papers on the subject have been cited as
sinndard authority. He was handsome,
courtly, dashing and accomplished, and
moved in Gotham's upper crust. He was a
member of the Union Lesgue, Lotos,
Lambs' and other swell clubs,

An Elopement Now Much Eegretted.

The doctor was considered a most eligible
matet, He disappointed maneuvering
mammas by eloping with Miss Harrlet E

In 1885 tne doctor attended a social enter-
tainment in New York. There he met Miss
Schaus. It was a case of love at first sight,
and as the attachment was mutval, Dr,
Stillman took steps toward securing a
divorce. But Mra Stillman, who had kept
close watch on her husband, refused divorce
E:oceedinn. A few months after the

bauvs family left for Germany. Mabel
was in poor health, and the handeome doe-
tor orossed the ocean to administer to her
wants. Love was more powerful than med-
icine, and Miss Bchaus soon regained her
health.

The doctor was in sore distress. He
could not marry the girl until he bad se-
cured & divorce. While in Fraokfort the
lovers visited the Palm Garden. It was
there the doetor proclaimed his love. On
their return Mr. aus asked Dr. Stillman
his iutentions, upon which he hesard the en-
tire story of his daughter’s attachment, and
approved the engagement, which was pub-
liely aunounced.

The Hour of Trouble at Hand.

The hour of trouble wasat hand. Mrs
Stillman, when she heard of the betrothal
in Germsny, declared that Mabel should
never marry the doetor; thatshe would then
and ever resist his suit for a divoree.

Dr. Stillman returned to Amerios and
his mother wrote to Mra. Behaus, saying
there was no hope of her son’s seouring a
divorce, upon which Mabel’s father ordered
all communication between them to cease.
This did not cease, however, and on Mabel’s
return he met her at Old Point Comfort.
Mrs Schaus became enraged, and it is said
she turned her out of her home. Be that
8s it may, she left for New York. Dr
Stillman could not find her, and applied to
a detective agency of this oity to loeate
Mabel. This was on February 1, 1889,
and within two weeks the girl was found in
Cincinnati, where she was studying musio,
being the possessor of o magnificent soprano
voice, Her own family had given her up,
and & sister, Mrs. Kenwood, was respon-
sible for the statement that she was not
living as she should. This slander was en-
tirely refuted later, when Dr. Stillman
went to Cincinneti. He conld not legall
marry her while his wite lived. They too
the bull by the horns, and decided to spend
their remaining days together.
